RESOURCES CASE 


JUDICIAL COMMITTEE UPHOLDS 


SUPREME COURT JUDGMENT 
FAVORING OTTAWA 


LONDON-—Provinces of Sasicatche- 


wan and Alberta lost their fight to 
have the Dominion account to them 
for lands alienated by the Dominion 
before September 1, 1905, when the 
provinces came into being. 


The juidicial committee of the privy 


counciy dismissed, with costs, the ap- 
| peal of. the province of Saskatche- 
wan from a ruling of the Supreme 
Court of Canada, of February 3. last 
when the supreme court favored the 


Dominion, The province of Alberta 


was associated with Saskatchewan in 
Whe Aegon the Sa 
The case arose of negotiations 
for the return of the natural resour- 
ces to the province of Saskatchewan. 
A series of questions were referred to 
the supreme court, which concurred 
in the Dominion government's claim 
it had to account to the province oniy 
for any of the natural resources sold 
or otherwise alienated since the 


province was formicd in 1905. 
The province argued the accounting 


should cover all the time from 1870 
when Prince Rupert's Land and the 


Northwest Territories became part of 
the Dominion. | cf 

The province contended that al- 
though the Dominion was given juris- 
aiction and control of the Northwest 
Territories and Prince Rupert's Land 
-n 1870 the revenues therefrom should 
not have accrued to the Dominion as 

whole.

Good pasturage is essential to econ 
omy in hog raising, according to the 
report of the Federal Experimental 
Station at Lacombe, Alta, Not only is 
it a valuable source of feed, but it 
also provides exercise essential to the 
proper assimilation of grain and oth- 
er feeds. 

Among the pasture crops at La- 
combe are’ oats, rye, rape, alfalfa, 
Sweet clover, barley, wheat, peas, 
brome and various mixtures. These 
tests show that for Central Alberta 
at least the rye and oat- pasture 
proves the most reliable year in and 
year out. Two bushels of oats mixed 
with one bushel of fall rye per acre, 
spring seeded, has proven most satis-

Surveying the crops of the Do- 
minion it can now be said that 
wheat eld of the Prairie Provinces 
is approximately 157,000,000 bushels 
below a five year average, with .cor- 
responding reductions in the yields of 
coarse grains; that crops of the main 
staples in Ontario and Quebec gen- 
erally have been heavier than aver- 
age and of good quality; that in Bri- 
tich Columbia crops generally have 
been fairly satiafactory, and that in 
the Maritime Provinces the yields ot 
apples and hay have been above av- 
erage with oats a good average and 
potatoes below average. In respect to 
the Prairie Provinces the Dominion 
Bureau of Statiatics estimates the 
wheat yield at 246,400,000 bushels 
from 23,178,000 acres, which com- 
pares with their estimate of 374,500 
bushels from 23,960,000: acres last 
year and a five year average of 404,- 
000,000 bushels. This year’s oat crop 
‘tis estimated at 177,700,000 bushels 
against, 254,011,000 bast year, whilst 
the barley crop at 52,800,00 busheis 
contrasts with 109,495,000 bushels 
last year, Land sown to coarse grains 
was approximately 13,262,000 acres, 
or 1,720,000 acres less than in 1930. 
The harvesting acreage for all crops 
was much smaller than the seeded 
‘acreage due to abandonments, prin- 
Cipallly in centray and southern Sas- 
‘keatchewan, on account of drought, 
high winds and other damage. In the 
prairie provinces grain production for 
|1931 will be the lowest since the dry 
years of 1918-19-20. The seed bed wa 
,unusually dry and rainfall came not 
only hate but in less than normal 
amounts in the growing season in all 
but the northern areas of the three 
provinces. High winds and soil drift- 
‘ing caused serious damage in the 
jfouthern areas of each province, par- 
ticularly in southern and central Sas- 
‘aitchewan and southwestern Mani- 
toba. Damage from rust. and pests 
has been limited, but hail losses were 
Serious in parts of Alberta. . Coarse 
igtains show the smallest volume for 
many years, a large acreage furnish- 
ing feed only. Generally speaking, 
there are fair to good crops in the 
northern areas of each province. 
June rains in Alberta enabled crops 
to recover and poor areas are limited 
to ‘southeastern and east central por- 
tions of the province. Crops over 
jarge areas of south and central Sas- 
katchewan and southwestern Mani- 
toba have been practically a total 
failure, with shortage of secd and 
feed indicated. Central Mamitoba har- 
vested a crop of 50 per cent of aver- 
; age. Average wheat yields by provin- 
c¢s are estimated as follows—Alberta 
15 bushels, Saskatchewan 7.3 bushels 
Manitoba 10.4 bushels. Harvesting 
commenced in good time except m
